CHICAGO. Jan. .'.When the history
of 10JS In pugilism is written, fans will
turn blank paue after blank pace where
In other years the type had to be small
to chronicle the performances of the
knights of the padded mitt. No new
champions were made. It was a year
for more serious activity, a 12 months
in which this country was In the gTip
of a world war.

The boxers, like the athletes in other
sports, threw their strength into the
war. which accounts for a year sparse
in fistic performances. Every cham-
pion, with the exception of one, was
engaged in some branch of service,
while others of lesser prominence fol-
lowed the lead of the title holders.
Most champions found the task of in-

structing the soldiers and sailors
enough to keep them busy
seeking bouts for the coin. The only
champion not in any branch of the
service was Jess Willard, heavyweight
champion.

The biggest of champions did not ap-
pear in the padded ring, fie tried to
engage In one battle, but found public
sentiment opposed the plan, lie might
have fought Fred Fulton had not this
matter of commercialism in Wartime
stood out too strongly to be swallowed.
So Wlllard did not climb through the
ropes.

By while Willard was idle another
youne heavyweight was advancing by
leaps and bounds toward the cham-
pionship goal. This fighter, and be is
that In every sense of the word, was
Jack Dempsey. Dempsey's occupation
in wartime was work In the shipyards
of Philadelphia, and this job permittedVI. i ...if Imm Ll n.iMir nut ttiuut: iui uiuiwm
but in many patriotic shows through-
out the country, which greatly helped
the soldiers' and sailors' funds.

Only Thriller of Quiet Year.

Pempsey was the only "thriller" of
the. quiet boxing year. He showed
everything In the fistic business that
needs to be known. He met every
fighter that could he pulled Into the
ring with him and nearly every one of
them he knocked out In the first round.
The Rochester. Minn , Hehemoth. the
man who sought to battle Wlllard for
the title, was induced to meet him in
a bout scheduled for eight rounds with
eight-ounc- e gloves nt Harrison, N. J.,
on the afternoon of July 4. With the
gong Dempsey dashed at Fulton and
landed three punches. With the third
Fulton sank to the canvas, knocked
dead to the world. It was a
knockout. That jigtime finish was a

huge surprise, for Fulton was the bet-

ting favorite.
Dempsey found just one man he was

Unattle to KIIOCK oui. mill wars Dinv
Miske, of St. Paul.

He didn't fight to win; he boxed
to stick the limit.

Levinsky Takes the Count.
Another accomplishment of Dempsey

during the year was the. knockout of a
tnan who never had been handed the
sleeping potion. That was Battling De- -

'
vtnsky. The punch that ended that
bout went over in the third round at
Philadelphia. ,

Some of the other champions who
Were engaged as boxing instructors at
army or navy camps or who were in
the ranks, managed to get into a scrap
or two, but these bouts were of little
consequence. Benny Leonard and
Johnny Kllbane were army boxing in-

structors, while Pete Herman was in
the navy.

It will be noticed that Jimmy Wilde,
the wonderful little British flyweight,
has been accorded the honor of r.

There arc no flyweights In
this country classy enough to even toss
a glove at Wilde, and his performances
across the water have established him
as the British champion. Being British
champion makes him champion of the
world, for America and other countries
haven't a scrapper of merit In this di-

vision.

Tourney Big Event.
One of the biggest events of the year

was the interallied tournament in Lon-

don, in which the British boxers de-

feated the American team on points.
Some of the greatest American profes-
sional boxers who were in the army or
navy competed, among them Harry
Greb, Eddie McGoorty, Pal Moore,
Richie, Mitchell, Cal Delaney and others,
while the star of the Britishers was
Jimmv Wilde. The British won the
tournament because the army, navy
apd air forces were combined, while the
American army and navy representa-- ,
lives fought as separate units. Amer-
ica won something like IS of 28 bouts.
Wilde showed his class by meeting Ban-

tamweight I'al Moore, a topnotcher,
and was only slightly outpointed.

The future of boxing seems an as-

sured success with the government
sanctioning the sport among soldiers
and sailors in wartime. Illinois and
other states may pass bills legalizing
the ring game.
